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Newspaper  project  set  to  begin 


locate  newspapers  throughout 
the  state.  The  Historical  Lib- 
rary has  been  collecting  and 
microfilming  newspapers  for 
over  30  years  and  currently 
has  a collection  of  more  than 
3,000  titles.  The  project  is  ex- 
pected to  identify  and  locate  at 
least  three  times  that  number 
of  newspapers. 

Five  regional  conferences 
will  be  held  in  September  to 
enlist  local  interest  in  the  pro- 
ject.

Humanities  endowment  supports  program 
to  preserve  United  States  newspapers 


SPRINGFIELD  — Illinois  is 
one  of  25  states  now  participat- 
ing in  .he  United  States  News- 
paper Project,  a national 
program  promoting  the  news- 
paper as  a valuable  source  for 
historical  research. 

The  Illinois  State  Historical 
Library,  a division  of  the  Illi- 
nois Historic  Preservation 
Agency,  was  recently 
awarded  a $16,000  planning 
grant  by  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities  in 
support  of  the  Illinois  News- 
paper Project:  Planning 
Phase.  The  state’s  Historical 
Library,  located  in  offices 
under  the  Old  State  Capitol  in 
Simiigfield.  will  be  thejiead- 
quarters  for  the  one-year  plan- 
ning project.

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  — The 
United  States  Newspaper 
Program  is  a national  effort  to 
locate  and  preserve  millions 
of  newspapers  and  to  cata- 
logue in  a national  database 
an  estimated  250,000  newspap- 
er titles  published  in  this  coun- 
try from  1690  to  the  present.  It 
is  funded  by  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities 
and  coordinated  with  the  Lib- 
rary of  Congress. 

Twenty-five  states  and  two 
territories  are  involved  in  this 
long-range  program.  These 
are  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Col- 
orado, Delaware,  Georgia, 
Hawaii,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Kentucky,  Louisiana, 
Massachusetts,  Mississippi, 


Montana,  Nevada,  New 
Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
Puerto  Rico,  Texas,  Utah,  Vir- 
gin Islands,  Washington  State, 
West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin. 

According  to  Humanities 
Endowment  Chairman  Lynne 
V.  Cheney,  “Up  to  now  there 
has  been  no  comprehensive 
program  for  locating,  catalo- 
guing and  preserving  the 
wealth  of  information  in  the 
nation’s  newspapers.  Now, 
through  the  United  States 
Newspaper  Program, 
thousands  of  newspapers  have 
been  located  and  catalogued 
for  the  first  time  and  made 
available  to  scholars,  stu- 


dents, genealogists  and  the 
general  public.  In  many  cases 
these  newspapers  also  are 
being  preserved  for  future 
generations  of  readers.” 

Planning  grants,  like  the 
one  recently  awarded  to  Illi- 
nois, allow  project  directors  to 
survey  and  estimate  newspap- 
er holdings  within  their  states 
and  to  develop  long-range  im- 
plementation plans  for  catalo- 
guing and  preserving  the 
state's  newspapers. 

“One  of  the  most  exciting 
aspects  of  this  program  is  that 
new  newspaper  titles  and 
whole  runs  of  old  newspapers 
are  being  discovered,” 
Cheney  said.  “Project  direc- 


tors intensively  survey  their 
states,  the  word  gets  out  that 
old  newspapers  are  being 
sought,  searches  are  made 
and  new  material  is  found  in 
garages,  attics,  cellars,  news- 
paper offices  and  city  halls.” 

In  addition  to  state  projects, 
the  endowment  has  funded  the 
cataloguing  of  newspapers  at 
eight  national  repository  lib- 
raries and  funded  preserva- 
tion at  one  of  the  eight. 

The  National  Endowment 
for  the  Humanities  is  an  inde- 
pendent federal  agency  that 
supports  research,  scho- 
larship, education  and  general 
audience  programs  in  the 
humanities.

Newspapers  in  Illinois: 
Pages  from  Our  Past”  will  be 
rhe  theme  of  regional  confer- 
ences bringing  together  libra- 
rians, teachers,  historians, 
jeneaiogists.^publishers,  his- 
torical researchers,  and 
others  interested  in  locating 
and  preserving  newspapers  in 
Illinois. 

To  launch  the  Illinois  News- 
paper Project,  five  regional 
conferences  have  been  sche- 
duled for  September  of  1987. 
The  day-long  conferences, 
featuring  presentations  and 
workshops,  will  promote  in- 
terest and  support  on  the  local 
level  for  the  Newspaper  Pro- 
lect.

The 
morning  session  will  provide 
an  overview  of  the  Illinois 
Newspaper  Project,  emph- 
asizing not  only  the  methods 
tor  locating  newspapers  in  Illi- 
nois but  also  the  planning  in- 
volved in  cataloguing  and  pre- 
serving them.  The  value  of 
newspapers  as  historical  re- 
search sources  will  be  discus- 


sed by  two  speakers.  A histo- 
rian and  a genealogist  will 
share  their  newspaper  re- 
search experiences  and  dis- 
cuss the  importance  of  pre- 
serving newspapers  as 
sources.  Group  lunches  have 
been  planned  to  encourage 
discussion  of  the  project. 

The  afternoon  session  will 
consist  of  workshops  on  com- 
pleting the  Newspaper  Pro- 
ject survey  forms  and  ways  of 
preserving  original  newspap- 
ers. Time  has  been  allowed 
during  the  afternoon  for  ques- 
tions from  conference  partici- 
pants. 

Through  these  conferences 
we  hope  to  reach  people  with 
an  interest  in  preserving 
newspapers  in  Illinois.  If  you
